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fHE STRUGGLING PRINCE, 

Paris, July 5.—Advices from Frobsdortf 
say that Monsigoeur Vannutelii, papal nun- 
cio at Vienna, bas visited the Count De 
Chambord and conveyed the blessing of the 
pope tothe dying man. Tne La France, in 
its second edition, says that Count de Cham- 
bord is dead. ‘The legitimist chiefs have re- 
ceived no telegram contirming this statement, 

Paris, July 5.—Last night’s announcement 
of the death of Count de Caambord was false. 
A telegram received at two o'clock this morn- 
ing says the count was informed yesterday of 
the arrival of the Orieans princes at Vienna, 
and he immediately sent his secretary to see 
them. The doctors bave bad another consui- 
tation and remark a noticeable improvement 
in the count’s condition. There is still dan- 
ger, but it is not immediate. They believe 
his complaint is a gouty affection. 

The Count de Chambord is the representa- 
tive of the elder branch ofthe -French Bour- 
bon dynasty, called by his partisans “‘Henry 
V ot France.’”’ He was born in Paris Sep- 
tember 29th, 1820, seven months after tne. as- 
sassination father, Prince 
Ferdinand d'’Artois. Duke Berry, and 
in compliment to the legitimist zeal of 
the city of Bordeaux the title of duke of 
Bordeaux was given him while an iniant. 
That of Count de Chambord 1s derived trom 
the name of the estate, in the department of 
Loire-et-cher, pr&ented to him in 1821 by 
legitimists at a cost of 1,800,000 francs. Dur- 
ing the revolution of 1850 Charlies X, his 
grandfather, and the duke d’Angouleme, his 
uncle, resigned their rights 1n his favor, but 
in vain, the younger or Orleans branch of the 
Bourbon family being preferred for the exer- 
cise of royal power. Since the date last men- 
tioned his life has been spent mostly 
in exile. He lived successively in Scotland, 
Austria and Italy till 1845, when he estab- 
lished himself in London. In 1851 he in- 
herited from the Duchess d’Angoule me the 
domain of Frohsdorf, near Vienna, where he 
bas generally resided. In 1850 he attended a 
gathering of legitimists at Wiesbaden, and in 
February, 1872, at Aniwerp. In the summer 
of 1871 he returned for the first time to 
France, but voluntarily left for Frohsdorf

tutes, which are to begin on the lstof August, 
and continue four weeks. ‘The following 
well-known teachers and superintendents 
who have been selected to take part in the 
management of the institutes were present: 
John M. Gavtiumon of Savannah, John Neely 
of Americus, Benjamin T. Hunter of Albany, 
B M. Zettier of Macon, John McLaughlin of 
Talbotton. Rufus W. Smith of Dalton, W. B. 
Bonnell of Covington, ©. G. Moore and H. C 
Mitchell of Attanta, W. J. McKenie of West 
Point. 

W. H. Baker, superintendent of the public 
schools of Savannah, and S&S. C. Caldwell, ot! 
Rome, were expected but did noi arrive un- 
til last night. ‘They_will be present at the 
meeting to-day. A full interchange of views 
was: had on the management of the teachers, 
institutes. Six of them are to be opened. at 
the following places: Albany, Waycross, San- 
dersville, Barnesville, Dalton, and at some 
point near Atlanta on the Georgia railroad. 
All the institutes. will continue four weeks 
and all except that at jarnesville will be 
opened on the first of August. Owing to cir- 
cumstances the Barnesville institute will not 
be open until the following Monday. The 
term of each institute will weeks, and 
two teachers will bein charge o! The 
object of the institutes is to 

instruction to the common 
school teachers of state. They form a 
sort of normal school. The teachers in charge 
of them are skilled educators and well up in 
the most approved methods of instruction. 
All the teachers in the state are invited to 
attend the institutes. Separate schools~ will 
be established. at each place for white and 
black teachers, and there is. to be a thorough 
system of study. Last year there were three 
of these institutes and Dr. Orr is satisfied that 
they dida great deal toward improving the 
common school teachers of the state.. The 
average attendance at each of the three last 
year was forty-five white and thirty colored 
teachers. It is supposed that at least 250 
white teachers will attend the six institutes 
this year and that the number of colored 
teachers attending will be largely increased. 
All the railroads in the state have given low 
rates of fare to and from the places of meet- 
ing. Board can be had for from $12 to $1s8 a 
month. Thus the great advantages of the in- 
stitutes are placed in the reach of almost 
every teacher in the state. 

The legislature has never made any appro- 
priation for the institutes and they could not 
be afforded but for the liberality. of Dr, J. L. 
M. Curry, the agent of the Peabody fund, 
who is a warm friend of Dr. Orrand has taken 
a lively interest in the patient, earnest labor 
of the state superintendent to give Georgia a 
good public school system with the meagre 
means at his disposal. The Peabody fund pays 
for the institutes, Dr. Curry, it is hoped, will 
have time to visit some orallofthem. The 
teachers will meet again to-day to perfect 
their plans, and this afternoon will go before 
the committees ef the house and senate on 
education to explain their object and the im- 
portance of their work. All of them are in

Solicitor-General Hill, ex-Judge 
George Hillyer and Mr. W. D. Ellis, solicicor 
in the city court, appearet on behalf of the 
otticers, while Colonel I'ry appeared to el 
lighten the commissioners and to prove his 
Statement. Colonel Fry’s position may be 
explained as follows: 

When the city court was created in 
was established under a bill with a 
Crisp title as follows: ‘‘Anactto estal 
city court for the city of Atlanta,” The next 
year the act was amended and ineluded a 
section which without further reference to 
the city court went on to recite that all costs 
of the solicitor general, sheriff and clerk in 
criminal cases of the superior court should be 
paid outef finesand forfeitures in the city 
court if a sufficiency was realized therefrom, 
aud if there was a deficit it was to be paid 
out of the county treasury. 

Colonel Fry held that the act contained 
matter not referred to in the caption, and 
that it treated of more than one subject mat- 
ter, thus being unconsti'utionai. He held

It was 
found, however, that the trial of misdemeanor 
cases in the city court took away the source 
of revenue belonging to the officers of the 
superior court, It awell known 
that felonies could yield no return in money. 
So that the law was passed which is cited 
above and which Coionel ry claims to be 
unconstitutional, null and void. As the 
courts are now conducted each has a separate 
set-of officers. Solicitor-General Hill, Deputy 
Sheriff Green and his bailiffs, and 
Mr. Walter Venabie of the = clerks’ 
corps, being the otficials rat the 
superior court and Mr. W. D, Ellis, solictor, 
Mr. Park Woodward, clerk, and Mr. Wilson 
and his bailiffs being the corps attending to 
the affairs of the city court. Under the law 
as 1t now stands the oflicers of the superior 
court are paid as follows: Solicitor general, 
$2 000; clerk, $1,200; sherill, $1,200. The clerk 
claims that under the fee bill he has earned 
for this year $1,600 and that he will earn 
$3,500 before the year expires, for which he will 
collect only $1,200 under the law. Colonel 
Fry holds that the collection of even that 
amount is illegal and. that the present and 
former clerks, solicitors general and sheriffs 
should be sued for what has been paid under 
the law. 

When the bills of the officers of the supe- 
rior court were presented yesterday the com 
missioners declined to pay them, having de 
cided to investigate the matter. All parties 
at interest were notified to appearat4o’clock, 
and at that timethey were on hand and argu- 
ments were made by Mr. Hill and Colonel 
Fry. Judge Hillyer will speak this morning. 
It is not known what the result will be, but 
is hardly probable that an attempt will be 
made to get back these salaries, even if they 
were paid under a law which was technically 
unconstitutional. it may result, however, .in 
a change of the law.
